we  saw  a 
rainbow 
reminded  us  of 
natural  beauty 
and  God’s 
presence  in  the 


world  and  in  our  lives. 

In  the  Talmud,  Rabbi  Judah 
prescribes  that  when  a  person  is 
walking  and  sees  beautiful  trees 
swaying  in  the  air,  that  person  should 
stop  there  and  say:  Blessed  is  the  Lord, 
for  having  created  a  world  in  which 
nothing  is  lacking  and  for  having  made 
living  things  and  beautiful  trees  and 
plants  to  delight  the  human  heart. 


(Berakhot  43b) 


Indeed,  in  Judaism,  traditionally, 
we  are  instructed  to  utter  100 
blessings  a  day  to  God  for  seemingly 
mundane  happenings.  Really,  few  of 
us  stop  100  times  a  day  to  thank  God, 
yet  each  time  we  do  stop  to  sanctify 
time  and  space  by  remembering  how 
blessed  we  are,  we  are  enriched 
spiritually  and  emotionally.  Praising 
God  connects  us  to  our  families,  to 
Judaism,  and  to  the  larger  world. 

The  Rabbis  remind  us  that  to  enjoy 
anything  in  this  world  without  first 
offering  a  blessing  is  like  robbing  the 
sanctuary.  Thus  we  must  acknowledge 
everything  we  enjoy  in  this  world  as  a

special  offering  of  God.  It  remains 
God’s  property  until  we  acquire 
ownership  by  reciting  a  benediction. 
The  blessing  is  to  keep  alive  in  us  a 
sense  of  wonder,  awe,  astonishment, 
and  surprise  at  God’s  never-ending 
goodness. 

There  is  yet  another  purpose  of 
offering  blessings:  to  expand  our 
souls.  So  many  of  us  go  through  life 
mechanically  and  mundanely.  Each 
day  we  immerse  ourselves  in 
trivialities,  in  petty  issues,  and  in 


inconsequential  goals.  We  are  afflicted 
with  stress,  mixed  with  boredom  and 
monotony.  How  well  the  poet  William 
Wordsworth  captures  this  sad  state  of 
affairs  in  his  lament: 

The  world  is  too  much  with  us; 
late  and  soon, 

Getting  and  spending,  we  lay 
waste  our  powers: 

Little  we  see  in  Nature  that  is  ours; 
We  have  given  our  hearts  away, 
a  sordid  boon...

To  help  you  learn  more  about  Israel’s 
rich  history  and  feel  even  more 
connected  to  Eretz  Yisrael,  each 
month  during  Park  Avenue  Synagogue’s 
Israel  Year,  we  will  highlight  important 
events  in  Israel’s  past.  We  hope  you  will 
discuss  them  with  family  and  friends, 
and  read  more  about  those  that 
particularly  interest  you. 

February 

1949:  Israel  concludes  a  bilateral 
armistice  agreement  with  Egypt, 
which  terminates  the  military  phase 
of  the  War  of  Independence. 

1969:  Prime  Minister  Levi  Eshkol 
dies  and  is  succeeded  (on  March  17) 
by  Golda  Meir.  Yasir  Arafat  (b.1929), 
leader  of  al-Fatah,  becomes  head  of 
the  PLO. 

1978:  Anwar  al-Sadat  arrives  in 
Washington,  D.C.  for  talks  with 
President  Jimmy  Carter,  and  urges 


the  U.S.  to  act  as  “the  arbiter”  in 
talks  with  Israel.  Carter  stresses  the 
U.S.  intention  to  be  “mediator,” 
not  arbiter. 

1980:  Israel  and  Egypt  formally 
exchange  ambassadors. 

1986:  Israel  and  Spain  establish 
diplomatic  relations. 

1987:  The  U.S.  officially  designates 
Israel  a  major  non-NATO  ally,  an 
acknowledgement  of  Israels  strategic 
value  to  the  U.S. 

1990:  Poland  and  Czechoslovakia 
resume  diplomatic  relations  with 
Israel  after  a  23-year  break. 

1991:  On  February  25,  Iraq  launches 
its  39th  and  last  SCUD  missile  attack 
on  Israel.  In  these  attacks,  13  people 
were  killed  and  nearly  200  people  were 
injured;  4,095  buildings  were  damaged, 
and  1,644  families  were  evacuated 
from  Tel  Aviv  and  Ramat  Gan.
